Thtir Cries of Agony, They Writh* 
•d in the Lava LIke Stuff, Could 
B« Heard For Nearly 
• Block. 

Pittsburg, April 1. — An accident at 
Fnraace I. of the Edgar Thomson 
plant of tho Camesle Steel Co.. at 
Braddoek, la expected to prore one of 
the worst in the history of the plant 
in the number of deaths resultfnff. 
Twenty men were injured, six of 
Whom are dead asd ton are la the 
laoapital and aro sot azpoetod to ro- 
COiror. The other injured went to Ihetr 
homes and are suffering from painful 
hums. 

The accident was cansed by a 
"hODs" in the fnmace dropping and 
foreiag large qdaotities of white hot 
-dost down a large pipe into a pit 
where the men were at work. The 
victims were caught lllie rats in a trap 
without means of escape and all were 
honed and hlistered over their en- 
tire bodies and large strips of flesh 
peeleJ off of their bodies when they 
were pulled out of the pit by fellow- 
workmen. The cries of agony of the 
victims as they writhed la the lava- 
like atnS from which they were valik- 
)y trying to extricate themselves, 
could be heard for nearly a block 
away. Hundreds of workmen from 
other portions of the plant rushed to 
tho reeone of their Mlowt and as 
quickly as possible pulled them from 
the pit and carried them to the emer- 
fjency hospital. Seven of the men 
were completely nude when their 
bodies reached the hospital and the 
others had but a few shreds of cloth- 
ing upon them. The bodies of the fsr 
tally burned could scarcely l>e recog- 
nised as such. They were blackened 
or shredded in strips by the white hoi 
"down comer" dust that burned into 
their flesh. Many of the men bad 
large splashes of molten Iron that had 
struck them and burned through to 
the bone. 

Furnace I Is equipped with the fa- 
ttooe electric "skids" and are now 
used on all United States steel corpo- 
ration's blast furnaces. 

James Gnyley. now first vice presi- 
dent of the United States steel corpo- 
ration, while general manager of the 
Edgar Thomson steel works and blast 
furnaces at Braddock, said on an oc- 
casion somewhat similar ti that of 
Tuesday, if a furnace was working 
well and making regular casts there 
waa no blast furnace men in the coun- 
try who could tell whether that fur- 
nace would hang and cause pji explo- 
sion. Ho said that if any invention 
could bo brought forward that could 
forecast "hangings" it would be the 
greatest Invention in blast fnmace 
history and would save many lives as 
wen as much loss to blast furnace cor- 
porations.

Omaha, Neb., April 1.— Albert Stroh- 
meier, of Kansaa City, aided by his 
wife and son, Tuesday kidnaped Lola 
Young, the adopted 11-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. A. Young, prom- 
inent Omaha people. She is the 
davghter of Btrohmeler by a former 
wife. The men made their escape 
with the child In a buggy, but Mrs. 
Btrohmeler was arrested as she was 
attempting to escape on a street car. 

FaUlly Wounded Two, Killed Himself. 

XaiuMf Olty, Mo., April 1.— While 
suffering from dementia, Frank Oan- 
dee, aged 45 years, Tuesday night shot 
and mortally wounded his brother, Na- 
than R. Gander aged 88 years, and 
hla Blator, Ollne Candoe, aged 8S years, 
after which he shot and fatally wound- 
ed himself.

Woman snd Man Fatally Wounded, 

Found Side By Side. 

New York, April 1. — Newton 
Schoonmaker, a mechanic living In 

Pine street. Brooklyn, on returning 
home Tuesday night found bis wife, 
I>eila, lying unconscious with a l)unct 
in her breast and beside her Percivai 
Covert, a yovnc nan living in Bodld 
avenue, also unconscious, with a bul- 
let wound in his head and a revolver, 
of which two chambers had been dis- 
charged, lying beside him. The man 
and 'woman were taken to the hospital 
where Covert died without recovering 
consciousness. Mrs. Schoonmdker, 
who is 28 years old, recovered sufll- 
ciently to say that Covert bad done 
the deed. She made no explanation 
of the cause of the tragedy and her 
condition waa such that It waa Im- 
possible to obtain any further state- 
ment from her. Schoonmaker himself 
was unable to throw any light on the 
affair. 

On the dead man the police found 
two letters, one addraased to Covert's 
mother, of St Alabns, Vt.. and the 

other to Ocorge Carstalrs. In thcsfl 
letters the police say Covert admitted 
that he hsid embesxled several thou- 
sand dolters from the Williamsburg 
Trust Co., in whose branch cfllee In 
Brooklyn he was omployofl. and that 
he had determined to kill himself. 
Mrs. Schoonmaker is the mother of 
two young children who were asleep 
in the room next to that In which the 
shooting took place. There ia little 
hope for her recovery. 

BIG GUN WORK.

Washington, April 1. — Ever since 
the manouvprs In tho rarll)bf?an boRan 
last winter the navy department has 
been watching the Mg gun work of the 
American ships and separate sheeta in 
the department show exactly the re- 
sults obtained from every shot flred 
in target practice on every ship. 

When the maneuvers began the prac- 
tice was not very good because of the 
large amotnit of green materia! in the 
crews, but the reports show a steady 
increase in proflclency that is ex- 
tremely gratifying to the general 
board here Ijut week Commander 
Winslow brought a report of extra, 
ordinary practice by the Massachu- 
setts with the big turret guns and 
now cornea a report from the little bat- 
tleship Texas, of Santiago fame, that 
is at leaat satlafturtroy. ThIa ahows 
when engaged at target pmrtice at 
1.600 yards, the target measuring 21 
by 17 feet (high) one pointer made 
100 per cent, of hits, another 70 per 
cent and many BO per cent. 

■UROICK INQUItT VERDICT. 



Arthur R. Fsnnell Fractleally Charged 
mended For Commlaslons In Army. 

Buffalo, N. Y., April 1.— The verdict 
in the Burdlck Inquest, handed down 
by Judge Murphy Tuesday, while, stat- 
ing that the identity of the murderer 
of Edwin L. Burdlck has not been 
proven, practically charges Aithur It 
Pennell, the dead lawyer, with the 
crime. 

• Pennell had a stronger motive than 
any one else for putting Burdlck out 
of the way. Judge Murphy pays, and 
all the facts brought out by the in- 
qnest constitute Just grounds for the 
Issuance of a warrant against Pennell 
If he were alive. The verdict is soft 
ened somewhat so far as it relates to 
Pennell by the statement that if Pen- 
nell were alive he would bo given the 
i>resumptk» of Innocence until proven 
guUty. 

ARTILLERY PIECE OVERTURNED. 



A Corporal Killed and Three Seldiere 
Badly Injured, 

Washington, April 1.— The overturn- 
ing of a heavy piece of artillery in 

the drill hall at Fort Myer, Va., during 
the regular drill of the Fourth battery 
of field artillery, commanded by Capt 
Stephen M. Foote. caused the death of 
a corporal and the injury of three oth- 
er soldiers. 

When the accident occurred the bat- 
tery detachment, consisting of four 
pieces, was tearing at a gallop around 
the drill hall in column. As the heavy 
guns took the tarn at a eoroer the 
wheels of the leading piece struck a 
rut under the tanbark and the entire 
piece waa turned upside down.

During That Time ths Presidential 

Party Will Travel About 14,000 
Miioa — A Description of the 
Matlal Train.

Washington, April 1.— The special 
train on which the president left Wed 
nesday morning for his western trip 
Is one of the finest that ever ran out 
of Washington. It has been specially 
decorated and equipped for the trip 
It consists of six cara, manned by 
a picked crew with Conductor Wil- 
liam H. Johnson, who has been with 
the president on many trips, in charge. 
Spencer Murray will be in charge of 
the president's car which will bo the 
private car Elysian. It has a parlor 
and observation compartment, three 
state sleeping rooms, a dining room, 
two sleeper sections, a kitchen and 
sleeping sections for servants. The 
other cars of the train will be the 
Texas, a compartment sleeper; the 
Senegal, a aection sleeper; the St. 
James, a diner; the Atiantle, « com- 
bination buffet and baggage car, and 
a regular baggage car. The trip will 
continue from April 1 to June 6 — nine 
weeks and three days. During that 
time the president will travel about 
14,000 miles. John Burroughs, the 
IK>et naturalist of New York, arrived 
here Tuesday. He will accompany 
President Roosevelt until he arrives 
at St Louis, making the tour of Yel- 
lowstone park with him. From 8t 
Louis Mr. Burroughs will return to 
New York. President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butltr, of Columbia university. 
Will join the party at St. I^uls and 
will be the president's guest until he 
arrives in California. When that state 
is reached the president will be Joined 
by Benjamin Me Wheeler, president 
of the University <if ("alifornla, who 
will accompany hini through the state. 

WAYNE MACVEIQH. 



A Ftraer Resident of Majslick Pamed 
Amr amiaf Rlclt at His Hsas 
li l^ls e&twtf. 

Dr. W. H. Lawwill, formerly of Mays- 
lick, died 8nnday night st bis home near 
Shelby City, Boyle County, after an ill- 
ness of aevoral weeks. He was seventy- 
six years of age, and death was in great 
part due to the infirmities of old age, 
says the Danville Advocate. 

Dr. Lswwill removed to Boyle County 
from Mason for the purpose of educating 
his family, and located on the farm 
where he died. Though educated for a 
physician at the Ohio Medical College in 
Ciocinnati, of which he was the oldest 
graduate, be bad not practiced medicine 
for many years. He had hoen engaiied 
in farming since his removal to Boyle. 

Dr. Lawwill was born in Brown Coun- 
ty, Ohio, in 1826. He taught school in 
early life, and laid the foundation for an 
academic and professional education. 
He was pre-cfminently a eelf-made man, 
having won his way through life by nn- 
aided ^fiorts. In 1865 be waa married to 
Miea Mary J. Wells, of this county. 
After her death he was married to Miaa 
Mcfltord, also of this county, who died 
only a short time ago. He is purvived 
by seven obildrsn,— Edward, William 8., 
John, ThoflBSS, Friwk, Joseph and Stew- 
art. 

The funeral was held Tuesday at the 
Second Presbyterian Ohnroh of Danville, 
in which he had been an Elder many 
years, and the remains were brought 
here last night and laid to reet in the 
Haysville Cemetery this morning.

PENSION APPEALS. 



About t,«W Caaoe Were DIapeaed of 
During ths Month of March. 

Washington, April 1. — During the 
month of March the interior depart- 
ment, through its board of pension 
appeals, disposed of 1.600 app<'als in 
pension cases, which ia 300 in excess 
of the record for any previous month 
in the history of the department As- 
sistant Secretary Miller saproaaed the 
opinion that at the preaent rate of in- 
crease the time la not far distant when 
pension appeals can be disiiosed of 
within 60 days after their filing as 
against the prese n t average of IS 
montha. There ws now about 14,000 
cases on appeal In the ofllce and about 
600 aoKr ones are received each month. 

TREATMENT OF THE MOROi^ 



Relifllen, Slavery and Pelyaamy Will 
Net So IntsrfSrsd With. 

Washington, April 1.— Gen. Wood, it 
Is stated, is not to interfere with con- 
ditions in the Moro country, so far as 
they relate to religloua practices and 
slavery and polygamy. The war d» 
partment has determined to treat the 
Moros according to the policy adopted 
for the government of the American 
Indians. Oolded hy the reports of 
Amerteaa oOtoers, like those of Oapt. 
Pershing, the department is convinced 
that this is not the time to attempt 
Innovations among the Moros. Later 
when the United Btatea authority is 
moro fUly sstaMlshsd the general ex- 
tlnetlss of slavery and suppressloo of 
polygsaj nay ^e s^empted.

Mechanics Pavilion, San Francisco, 
April 1.— William Rothwell, better 
known as "Young Corbett." of Denver, 
showed decisively Tuesday night that 

his victory over Torry McGovem, of 
Brooklyn, at Hartford a year ago last 
Thanksgiving, was no fluke, by de- 
fsatlog McQovem in the 11th round 
after a flght In which there was not a 
second of idleness for either man. To 
nearly every round Corbett, fighting 
like a machine, never overlooking an 
opportunity to send home his blows, 
had a shade the better of the argu- 
ment, and when Anally in the 11th 
round he got the Brooklyn boy fairly 
going, he n«ver let up on him until 
Terry sank to the floor, a badly de- 
feated man. Corbett put McOovern 
down in the first round for a count ot 
seven and repeated it in the second. 

There was some question as to 
whether or not McGovem waR down 
at the count of ten, and for a few min- 
ntes it loolied as if there would bs a 
free-for-all figrht McOovem tried to 
get up. tried hard, and was on his feet 
an Instant after the timekeeper count- 
ed him out. George Harding, the club 
timekeeper, who counted McOovern 
out. sUted after the flght that the 
blows that knocked McOovem out 
were left and right swings on the Jaw 
and a richt iippermt on (ho chin. 
Harding said McGovern was in a dazed 
condition: that when he had counted 
nine he motioned him to get up hut 
McGovem was too confused to notice 
and wa.< tmat)l<' to rise. At the count 
of ten McOovern started to rise but 
it was too late and the referee awanl- 
ed the flght to "Young Corbett." Hard- 
ing said that McOovem was rnmplete- 
ly out and that It was well for him he 
was unable to got up. Cor Viet t was 
strong and ready and had McOovern 
risen to his feet he probably would 
have been seriously hurt As it was, 
it was nearly a minute after MrGovera 
had been carried to his corner before 
he was a'llc to sit up or nndfrsfand 
what had happened. The men in Mc- 
Oovem's comer claimed that the de- 
cision was an outrage. They said Mc- 
Govem had been Instructed to flght 
cautiously, and when ho was knocked 
down he was lo lake the full count 
and tlinf MrOovern obeyed his Inatruc- 
tions. They claim at the connt of ten 
he was on his feet and although dated 
know what be was doing. 

"It was th<^ pro.Ttost roMioty In the 
history of tlu> pil/o rim' ' ^.Tid Afc- 
Oovera. "I had Corbett beaten from 
start to finish. I fanded tm htm when 
and where T pleased and surely would 
have had him out within a few rounds. 
I w.os not knocked out but admit the 
right uppornit to the chin dnr.ed me 
and I took the count in order to save 
myself. I cnnld hsv* arone on with 
the battle, and would, I think, have re- 
p.ilncMl the championship. I sincerely

GOV. BECICHAM'S OPPORTUNITY. 

The Bi'LLKTiN was one of the first pa- 
pers to suggest that Governor Beckham 
should withdraw from the Gubernatorial 
race in view of thedonl)t as to his eiig> 
bility for another term. Other Demo- 
cratfe papers have taken op the qaestion 
and are urKing upon him the eame step. 
The Governor should let his own good 
judgment prevail in this matter and pay 
no attention to the politicians. The Mt 
Sterling Sentinel-Democrat has a timely 
editorial on this point which we repro- 
duce here in full : 

A few weeks ago Measre. Hendrick and 
Breckinridge, candidates against Gover- 
nor Beckham for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor, began to assert in 
public apeeches and argue with a force 
and plausibility which almost tarried 
conviction with them, tliat Governor 
Beckliatn was under the letter and spirit 
of the Cunatitution ineligible to succeed 
himself as (iovernor. 

The Governor and his friende, seeing 
plainly the wideHpreail etlVct tlicHO 
Speeches were having upon the puMic 
mind, resolved that they must saliefy the 
people and remove all doubt on the iinet- 
tion by haviui; it judicially determnu'd 
in advance. To this end the Governor 
tendered bis entrance fee tu the Demo- 
cratic Committee, and by prearrange- 
ment they refused to accept it because, 
as thev said, he was ineligible to succeed 
himBelf as Governor, and could not, 
therefore, enter tbe primarv for th^ 
offloe. Of course, tbia was done by the 
committee solely for tbe pnrpoee of raia- 
tng the queetion of eUeibility and enab- 
ling the Governor to take it to tbe courts, 
M tbe committee is not generally sus- 
pected of being really antagonistic to the 
Ctovernor. • • • • 

It eeems unfortonate from a party 
standpoint that the oonrt did not see 
proper to decide the qoeeticn. It leaves 
the party in tbe attitude of having aa one 
of its most prominent candidatee for the 
highest office in tbe State, a man whose 
eligibility is holdly attacked by his op- 
ponents and some of tbe best lawyers in 
the State. 

The question is one complicated con- 
stitutional construction, and tbe legal 
fraternity of the State is hopelessly di- 
vided as to the correi't versmn "f it. 

TIiIh iinforliina'e state of atl'airs pre- 
sents to tlie youni; • iovernor Hiicli an op- 
portunity to ingratiate himself with the 
masses of his parly as (^oraes to but lew 
public men. lie has only to say to them: 
"The Court of Appeals has declined to 
say in advance that I am eliKible to suc- 
cec.l myself an Governor, and as there is 
at least soni*^ doulit of it, I cannot atlbrd 
to, and will not embarrass my ))arty or 
jeopardi/.>> its success at the approaching 
election by intiistint; upon my nomination 
as long as that question remains unde- 
termined. Recognizing that there are 
scoree of good Democrats in the State 
thoroughly eauippad for the place and 
upon whose title no cloud would rest if 
elected, I hereby stand aaide that one of 
them inay be nominated," and he would, 
for years to come, be the most popular 
Democrat in Kentucky. And bow can 
he consistently do anything else 7 Did 
ha not decline to antor hfite • Joint dis- 
ooiiion with tbe other caadidttai lor the 
expressed reason that it might engender 
animoeitiea that would endanger party 
raooesaf 

Now, if the Governor is really so solic- 
itous of party harmonv and snucess, be 
I can easily demonstrate it by withdrawing 
from tbe race and asking his party to 
nominate a man who can go before the 
iieu|)lo and make bis canvass without be- 
iuK handicapped at every turn with 
charges of ineligibility, and whose whole 
time will not be necessary to combat 
those charges ; whose election will not be 
called iu qnestion by a contest, and 
thereby risk a repetition of the disgrace, 
ful scenes and tragedies of 189U-1900. 

There are two courses for the Governor; 
one leads to popularity and future honor 
and undoubted party siicceeB ; the other 
(if he is nominated) to strife, litigation, 
and po^ibly defeat for bis party either 
at tbe polla or io tbe courts. Which
